Ontario’s horse racing 
industry is getting $400 mil¬ 
lion over five years, but the 
Fort Erie Race Track's fiiture 
appears to be quite dim.

Horwath vows to

The Fort Erie Race Track 
is on life support, and 
Andrea Horwath is promis¬ 
ing to “fight like hell” to 
keep it alive. 

Horwath, the provincial 
New Democratic Party lead¬ 
er, was at the track Tuesday 
during what might have 
been the final day of racing. 
The 116-year-old border 
oval has been on borrowed 
time in recent years, and 
last week’s Horse Racing 
Industry Transition Panel 
report painted a bleak pic¬ 
ture for its future.

“It’s amazing how much 
of an extended family this 
whole operation is,” 
Horwath said. “To think 116 
years of this history and 
heritage is about to end is 
very disturbing and it 
doesn't need to happen. 
The Liberals have once 


again made a big mistake 
the way they have treated 
the industry. Putting tracks 
like this out to pasture is 
absolutely the wrong thing 
to do.” 

While Horwath couldn’t 
specify an exact plan to keep 
the industry viable, she said

Police have identified the 20-year- 
old man who died last Wednesday 
after his vehicle struck a tree in rural 
Niagara Falls.

Liberals’ track plan forsakes Niagara

Don’t blame 

Niagara for not feel¬ 
ing ‘festive’ about the 
future of Fort Erie 
Race Track. The direc¬ 
tion Ontario’s Liberal 
government charted 
for the track Friday is 
uncertain, confusing

"I don’t know exact¬ 
ly what that will look 
like,” Wynne said. 

It’s not at all reas¬ 
suring to hear the 
premier say she 
doesn’t know what 


the future of one of 
Niagara's important 
industries looks like. 

The panel proposed 
Fort Erie hold a “fes¬ 
tival,” in partnership 
with the horse-racing 
industry that would 
allow for a "different 
kind of season.” 

Wynne didn’t spec¬ 
ify what those events 
might be. 

The government 
says Fort Erie’s future 
isn’t sustainable, but 
for political reasons, 
they’re pinning hopes 
on some “festival” 
bafflegab that they 
can’t define. 

Wynne presides 
over a minority gov¬ 


ernment and will need 
every riding she can 
get in the next elec¬ 
tion. Yet Friday’s track 
announcement is 
another sign her 
Liberals have given 
up on the Niagara 
region. 

Her party got beat 
up this week by the 
auditor general whose 
report concluded the 
government wasted 
$1.1 billion to cancel 
two gas-powered elec¬ 
tricity generators in 
Mississauga and 
Oakville. 

The Liberals have 
shown little interest 
in building a hospital 
in the south end of 


Niagara, even though 
their hand-picked 
supervisor recom¬ 
mended it as a way to 
restore confidence in 
the Niagara Health 
System. 

All this at a time 
the area is left with¬ 
out a voice, since for¬ 
mer Liberal MPP Kim 
Craitor quit politics 
three weeks ago. 

If Wynne’s govern¬ 
ment continues to 
kick Niagara Falls and 
Fort Erie, both she 
and her Liberal cau¬ 
cus might also be in 
store for a "different 
kind of future.”

Monarch butterfly population needs to be nurtured

For the past 15 years, 
Bruce Parker has been tag¬ 
ging monarch butterflies at 
Hawk Cliff, near Port 
Stanley. During the annual 
fall migration, he’d nor¬ 
mally see a monarch every 
15 seconds. At times, it 
wasn’t uncommon for 
about 5,000 of the familiar 
orange and black insects 
to flutter past during a 
three-hour period. 

There were so many 
monarchs, he says, he 
didn't even try to count 

This year, Parker count¬ 
ed every single monarch 
he saw; between Sept. 9 
and 29, he tallied just 
slightly more than 800. 

Farther west along the 
Lake Erie shoreline at Point 
Pelee National Park, inter¬ 
pretive program co-ordi- 
nator Sarah Rupert recalls 
seeing a single cluster of 
more than 100,000 mon¬ 
archs about a dozen years 
ago. 

"Sometimes we’ll see 


(clusters) in the thou¬ 
sands,” Rupert says. 
“Sometimes, we’ve seen in 
the tens of thousands. 
Sometimes, we’ve seen 
hundreds of thousands.” 

This year, the biggest 
cluster anyone saw at the 
park contained only sever¬ 
al hundred butterflies. 

In fact, there were so 
few monarchs the park 
cancelled its monarch 
count and replaced it with 
an indoor display of mon¬ 
archs going through their 
metamorphosis from cat¬ 
erpillar to winged wonder. 

“It’s a warning,” Parker 
says. “It’s telling us that 
things are really bad. . . . 
And there’s nothing to 
indicate this is going to 
change.” 

Since 1998, Parker esti¬ 
mates he has tagged more 
than 2,500 monarch but¬ 
terflies as part of an inter¬ 
national program called 
Monarch Watch that tracks 
the monarch’s annual 
migration of about 3,000 
kilometres to the moun¬ 
tains of central Mexico. 

Normally, researchers 
count about 350 million 


monarchs roosting in their 
overwintering hot spot. 
But last winter, there were 
only about 60 million. 

“Last year was the low¬ 
est population on record,” 
says Parker, who works as 
an oncology nurse at 
Victoria Hospital. “This is 
the wake-up moment. It’s 
getting to be a very big 

Various experts point to 

alarming decline: loss of 
habitat. 

More specifically, 
Monarch Watch founding 
director and University of 
Kansas insect ecologist 
Orley (Chip) Taylor blames 
the widespread planting of 
genetically modified corn 
in the American Midwest 
that has led to increased 
use of herbicides that kill a 
wide variety of weeds and 
so-called noxious plants — 
including milkweed. 

“(Herbicides) have 
eradicated up to 80% of the 
milkweed in the United 
States in the last 10 years,” 
says Parker, who speaks 
regularly about monarchs 
to schools and clubs. “It’s 


an indicator of what we're 
doing to our environ- 

If the drastic decline 
continues, Parker predicts 
we'll soon be reacting to 
the sighting of a monarch 
butterfly like the appear¬ 


ance of a great grey owl at a 
backyard feeder. 

“This is a tipping point,” 
he says. “Five or 10 years 
ago, this was the most 
common butterfly we’d 
see. And all of a sudden, 
we’re not seeing it." 


The solution? 

“What I tell people is 
'grow milkweed,' “ Parker 
says. “If you plant milk¬ 
weed, it’s not going to 
overtake your garden - it’s 
going to feed and attract 
monarch butterflies.”

Have you ever wanted to 
live in a fire station? 

Well, now is your chance. 

The town of Fort Erie has 
two fire stations up for sale 
after Station 1 on Bertie St. 
and Station 2 on Jarvis St. 
were decommissioned this 
year to make way for a new 
amalgamated fire station on 
Central Ave. 

The fire department had 
been pushing for a new fire 
station for a number of years 
after a needs assessment 
study determined the two 
fire halls were simply not 
meeting the needs of the fire 

“The study indicated 
Station 2 needed to be 


rebuilt and Station 1 needed 
major upgrades,” said fire 
chief Larry Coplen. 

A parcel of land on Central 
Ave. in front of the Fort Erie 
Railway Museum was pur¬ 
chased and the new station 
was built in eight months at 
a cost of $3.5 million.

$185,000.

$210,000. Built in 1949, the 
two-storey hall is approxi¬ 
mately 6,700-square-feet. 

"They're out for bid right 
now and we’re looking for¬ 
ward to having them rede¬ 
veloped in the community,” 
said Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin. 

While the town is now 
looking for new owners for 
the stations, Coplen is 
pleased with how the new 
station is fast becoming a 
community hub. 

“Half the station is for fire 
services, half is a communi¬ 
ty space,” he explained. 
“Before, there wasn’t a com¬ 
munity hall in this area and 
we wanted to have some¬ 
thing that had a real com¬ 
munity feel.”

“They don’t feel sorry for 
him,” Karen notices. “They 
see him as an inspiration." 

Since being diagnosed 
with leukemia in December 
2011, Roma has gone 
through hell. Septic shock 
forced his organs to shut 
down and a lack of blood 
flow cost him his hands and 


apy. 

His story of survival has 
captivated the community 
and neighbouring munici¬ 
palities. 

Since Nick’s Stay Strong 
Foundation was created in 


2012, about $250,000 has 
been raised through various 
fundraisers. That money 
goes into a trust fund that 
will help fund new bionic 
arms and prosthetic legs 
once he’s done chemo treat¬ 
ments and the swelling goes 

He beams thinking about 
the possibility of holding a 
drill or plucking a bass gui¬ 


tar again because as of right 
now, simply plugging in his 
iPhone 5 charger isn’t so 
simple. 

“I think I’m the perfect 
person to have this happen 
to, though, because I never 
get frustrated. I’m really 
patient,” he says. “There are 
sometimes when I’m just 
like, 'Ugh, screw this,’ but it’s 
OK. If I can't do something, 


learn how to do 
something.” 

The public appearances 
are picking up again, but it’s 
taxing on Nick’s body. 

He says he feels the pain 
most in his lower back, using 
muscles that aren’t normally 
used for walking and that he 
needs to build up. 

Also being with crowds of 
people puts him at risk for 


another infection. 

“A cold for him is detri¬ 
mental,” says Karen. 

But toughing it out and 
making pubic appearances 
is something Nick says he 
feels obligated to do. 

“I’ve got to show every¬ 
body what they are donating 
to, that I'm getting better.

NHS looking at hard choices to balance books

Too early to tell 
if staff cuts are 
coming, cutting 
overtime hours the 
first priority 

Niagara Health System 
supervisor Kevin Smith said 
the NHS is facing a financial 
crunch and has no other 
option but to look inward to 
balance the books. 

There is no new money 
coming from the provincial 
government and the NHS is 
projecting a $12-million 
shortfall. 

“What does our vacancy 
pool look like? Are there 
positions we have been 
recruiting for that we can 
delay or perhaps not hire at 
all? What about our con¬ 
tracts? Are there savings 
there? What about our capi¬ 
tal investments, which are 
separate of course, but one 
looks at the whole picture,” 
Smith said. “And only after 
that, when there is no more 
room for savings, do we say 
we are going to look at cut¬ 
ting services.” 

For years, the NHS has 
carried an operational debt 
of about $13 million. The 
system’s administrators say 
the NHS is already finan¬ 
cially efficient, but costs 
continue to climb. The new 
hospital in St. Catharines, 
with expanded cancer and 
cardiac services, added 
about $30 million to the 
annual operating budget. 

In the past, the NHS has 
been able to overcome the 
deficit through government 
funding increases or inter¬ 
nal savings, such as not fill¬ 
ing vacant nursing posi¬ 
tions. 

Although the NHS leader¬ 
ship says cuts to nursing 
staff, closing beds or reduc¬ 
ing services is the last 
option, hard choices will 
have to be made, Smith 
said. A new hospital in south 
Niagara might also help 
reduce long term costs. 

"There is still a lot of work 
to do on this, obviously, but 
we are going to have to 
make big and bold deci¬ 


sions,” interim CEO Sue 
Matthews said. 

Matthews said the NHS 
has a clear process that dic¬ 
tates how it can trim money 
from the budget. The NHS 
first looks to increase reve¬ 
nue, including parking fees, 
cafeteria prices, rent and 
other services. Next, it can 
look at cutting back admin¬ 
istration and support ser¬ 
vices, which also includes 
infection control, laundry, 
food services and hospital 
management. 

After that, the NHS can 
start considering medical 

The union representing 
local nurses said simply cut¬ 
ting back on nurses or elim¬ 
inating some of the approxi¬ 
mately 90 vacant nursing 
position at the NHS won’t 
guarantee savings. 

“This isn’t just an issue 
with the NHS. I think hospi¬ 
tal administrations across 
Ontario cut back on RNs 
(registered nurses) to bal¬ 
ance their budgets and they 
think they are doing a good 
job, but they really aren't,” 
said Loretta Tirabassi- 
Olinski, a former nurse and 
president of the Ontario 
Nurses Association Local 
26. 

Tirabassi-Olinski said it is 
true that with salary and 
benefits, a full-time RN is 
expensive. 

“But it is where you get 
the most bang for your 
buck,” Tirabassi-Olinski 
said, noting that patients 
have better results when 
treated by RNs rather than 
registered practical nurses. 
More RNs results in better 
patient outcomes, resulting 
in fewer re-admissions, she 
said. 

Since it costs the NHS 
$229 a patient visit in the 
ER, and $1,139 a day for in¬ 
patients, reducing the num¬ 
ber of return visits would 
reduce costs. 

While Matthews and 
Smith said they cannot say 
yet if there will be staffing 
cuts, one area they are likely 
to target is overtime, which 
has been a chronic issue for 

“We have made some 
progress," Matthews said. 
“In 2007, we had 273,000 
overtime hours. In 2012, 


that was down to 160,000. 
That is still high, but it is an 
improvement.” 

That 160,000 hours costs 
the NHS about $3.5 million. 

Matthews said enforcing 
collective agreements will 
help continue to reduce 
overtime. Tirabassi-Olinski 
said filling vacancies will 
ensure units are properly 
covered, which will help cut 
overtime and reduce stress 
on nursing staff. 

Smith said while there is 
no new money for hospitals, 
the province is boosting 
funding to alternative forms 
of care in the community, 
including home care and 
long-term care homes. 

“We are going to see 5% 
reinvestment by the minis¬ 
try in community-based

care. So our strategy is align, 
as much as we can, those 
places where we might be 
changing our services or 
looking for efficiencies with 


the kind of investments that 
are being made in the com¬ 
munity.” 

Hospitals want to dis¬ 
charge patients who no lon¬ 
ger require acute care, but 
still need medical attention. 
But there has to be some¬ 
where to move those 
patients. 

Resources in Niagara 
have allowed the NHS to 
drastically increase the 
number of alternative level 
of care patients it can dis¬ 
charge, Matthews said. 

Smith said long term, a 
key part of balancing the 
NHS books may be the con¬ 
struction of a new hospital 
for south Niagara. 

The proposed new hospi¬ 
tal would replace the 
Niagara Falls and Welland 


facilities. Smith said operat¬ 
ing the aging buildings in 
both cities is increasingly 
expensive and a new hospi¬ 
tal with modern infrastruc¬ 
ture will help save the NHS 
money. 

"The number of sites that 
we have makes it more 
expensive to operate the 
NHS,” Smith said. "The rea¬ 
son I have recommended 
consolidating services into 
a northern site and a south¬ 
ern site is because we would 
have lower operating costs 
than operating five or six 
older sites.” 

Although the Queen's 
Park is not offering more 
operational cash, Smith said 
a case can be made for 
investing in a new south 
Niagara hospital.

Suspended drivers 
caught driving on 
the rise, say OPP

People ignoring the law 
has led to a sharp increase 
in the number of suspended 
drivers being pulled over by 
Niagara police. 

“There are people who 
Just don’t believe the laws 
apply to them...that’s usu¬ 
ally how they get suspended 
in the first place,” said Staff 
Sgt. Jan Idzenga of the 
Niagara detachment of the 
Ontario Provincial Police. 

“They'll continue to drive 
simply because they want 

Idzenga said suspended 
drivers pose a “real safety 
concern” to to the public. 

“Whatever the reason for 
the suspension, they should 
be a concern to all drivers 
who may be unfortunate 
enough to become involved 
in collisions with these driv¬ 
ers,” he said. 

“More often than not, 
these drivers continue to 
drive and, based on past 
experience, their driving 
behaviour will most likely 
be the cause of a collision.” 

Over the last three years, 
Idzenga said, there has been 
a noticeable spike in the 
number of suspended driv¬ 
ers apprehended on Niagara 
roadways. 

In 2012, Niagara OPP and 
Niagara Regional Police 
charged 1,225 motorists 
with driving while suspend¬ 
ed. 

In 2008, 769 charges were 
laid. 

Another concern, Idzenga 
added, is that motorists are 
uninsurable if their driver’s 
license is under suspen- 

In 2012, Niagara OPP and 
Niagara Regional Police 
charged 637 motorists with 
driving without insurance. 
In 2008, there were 580 
charges. 

A conviction for driving 
without insurance carries a 
$5,000 fine. 

A conviction of driving 
while suspended for an 
Highway Traffic Act offence 


carries a fine of $1,000 to 
$5,000 for a first offence and 
$2,000 to $5,000 for a subse¬ 
quent offence. 

The courts can also 
impose a jail term of up to 
six months. 

If found guilty of driving 
while suspended for a

“The problem we contin¬ 
ue to see is that these sus¬ 
pended drivers continue to 
drive regardless of fines, 
imprisonment or additional 
suspensions,” Idzenga said. 

“We will continue to pur¬ 
sue whatever means we can 
to apprehend these drivers."
